Report: Campaign saw 
benefit of Russian help, 
but no conspiracy proved 


Special counsel Robert Muellers 
two-year investigation into Russian 
election meddling produced a trove of 
new details that described a president 
and his associates on the cusp of violat- 
ing the law in their attempts to benefit 
from the Kremlin's activities and in try- 
ing to thwart the inquiries that followed. 

But investigators did not find that the 
Trump team’s conduct amounted to a 
crime. The report concludes that “the 
investigation did not establish that 
members of the Trump Campaign con- 
spired or coordinated with the Russian 
Government.”
